London, Sept. 27.— Tho London Chamber 
of Commerce pave a oomplimontary dinner 
in tho Whitehall rooms this ovoning to Hon. 
Wm. L. Wilson, representative of West 
Virginia in tho Q. S. Congress. Sir Albert 
Kayo Rollitt presided, and a hundred Brit- 
ish and Amorican guests were present, 
among them being Hon, J. S. Morton, U. S. 
secretary of agriculture ; Congressman Isi- 
dore Strauss, of New York ; CoobuI Genoral 
Patrick Collins ; Henry Kimber, M.P.; J. 
D. Provand, M.P., David A. Thomas, M.P.: 
Sir Courtney Boylo, permanent secretary of 
tho board of trade ; W. D. Thompson, 
treasurer of tho chamber of commerco ; Pres- 
ident Brittou, of tho Shollield chamber of 
Commerco ; President EiBtwood, of the 
Huddorefiold Chamber of Commerce ; and 
many others of note. Tho Chairman in 
proposing a toaat to tho guest of tho even- 
ing dwolt upon tho excellent judgment 
ahown in the selection of ministers to repre- 
sent tho country at tho Court of St. James. 
Great good had boon done, ho eaid, by such 
judicious appointments as those cf Lincoln, 
Lowell, Phelps and Bayard. Tho speech 
was heartily cheered. 

Following thiB wua a toaat to Mr. Wilson 
and tho other Americans present, in pro- 
posing, which, the speaker reforred to hia 
visit to the United StatBB, when ho had 
wondered that with tho advanced ideas of 
the Americans they had so long tolerated a 
high tariff. The makiDg of nations generally, 
he said, covered long periods of yeara com- 
pared with whiah tho period of Boeking 
tariff roform in the United StateB waB ex- 
tremely short. There waa no reason 
in his judgment why the United 
States and Great Britain should not march 
abreast in tho cause of freedom with 
which tariff reform must be associated. 
Whon the advantages of tbo system which 
Mr. Wilson had had a large share in intro- 
ducing were fully known, England and 
America would unite to honor him (ohoors) 
He therefore asked the guests present to ao- 
cord a special welcome to ono of the authors 
of a tariff enabling freer trado in the United 
Statos, and so substituting for the fluctua- 
tions which had been so disastrous to com- 
merce the sounder business relations which 
had benefitted both countries. Production 
in England has been Btimulated, while in 
the United States the consumer would reap 
the advantage (cheers). 

Mr. Wilson, in responding, said he was 
heartily grateful for this manifestation of 
good-will. Nothing less than a full senBe 
of the honor implied by the invitation of 
the chamber would have caused him to in- 
terrupt tho rest he had sought by taking 
the ocoan voyage and hia too brief sojourn 
in this historic country. He felt embar- 
rassed as to how to address such a gather- 
ing of experienced buainees men, and was 
conscious that he could not speak upon the 
subjects within thoir Bpecial knowl- 
edge. He preferred to speak Bolely 
aa an American citizen upon matters 
with which he was familiBr. (Hear, hear). 
For ten years, he said, tho United StateB 
has been the arena of ono of the great poli- 
tical conflicts in tho hiBtory of tho Ameri- 
cans, and he was confident that the troubles 
which they had now pa«aod through, had 
givon a momentum to a nowora in the life 
of tho United States, and eapecially to tho 
position of tho country toward the reet of 
the world. (Cheors ) For 100 yeara the 
United Statos has beon following tho 
policy that Cnina bad adopted. The princi- 
ple of ommercial seclusion had clipped 
tho wings of her enterprise and fottered her 
industries. Nevor before in the history of 
tho world had protection hid so fair an area 
in which to work out its beneficial results, if 
it had any, and nover in the history of tho 
world had it bo conspicuously demonstrated 
its falsity and utter impotonco as an econ- 
omic ByBtem and its uttor incompatibility 
with pure government. 

Tho wholo generation hoa been taught 
that national and individual prosperity did 
not depend upon a freo and Btablo govern- 
ment and tho onergy and enterprise of the 
people, but on tho acta of Congresa which 
taxod all for the benefit of a few. Was it 
strango then, ho asked, that the intelligent 
people of the United States should in time 
regret such a policy ! Every appeal to sel- 
fish interests has been rcEorlod to, to bolster 
tho system up. Tho workingmen of Am- 
erica were constantly told, and for a timo in- 
duced to bel io vo that bottor wagoa and a highor 
Btandard of living depended solely upon tho 
taxation of foreign imports ; that any re- 
duction ot tliis taxation would plungo them 
into tho hopeleaa condition of the so-called 
pauper labor of Europo. It was against 
such argumontB that thoy havo beon com- 
pelled slowly and laboriously to maintain a 
fight. Tho Amorican people, however, were 
not hard to edueato whon thoy once gavo 
thoir attention to tho groat question of their 
own taxation, because thoy havo been 
trained in tho great principles of liberty. 
They quickly loarnod that industrios sup- 
ported by taxation riover becamo solf-sup- 
porting, but rather becamo moro olamorous 
for public assistance. Tho working people 
especially loarnod that while taxation upon 
compoting products might benefit tho em- 
ployers, yot thoro was freo trado in what 
thoy themselves had to Boll, namely, their 
own labor. Tho pooplo genorally found 
that undor a protective tariff trusts, monop- 
olies, etc., woro growing, which 
woro monaciog froa government, and 
that wealth oxtraoted by taxation 
was being omployed to de-Lauch oleotois 
and corrupt legislators. Mr. Wilson uaid 
ho believed that ha might claim that tho 
protective system was now overthrown, 
Tho oporation of tho now tariff bill, though 
it had not in ileolf overthrown protection, 
marked tho first and moat dillioult stop in 
tho revolution which would go for 
ward henceforth by ita own impetus, 
Aa regarded tho aimB and objectB 
of tho tariff reformer, ho said thoy 
woro Beeking to emancipate tho indus 
trios of tho country. What ho had to say 
might not be wolcome to his hoarors, but ho 
would not bo showing a juBt appreciation of 
thoir hospitality unleBB ho spoko the wholo 
truth with tho utmost frankness. In tho 
roform oontosb they had stoadily aimod first 
to reduoo, with a viow of their aboil 



tion, the taxes levied for the support 
of private industries and the eatablish- 
mont of a great prinoiple. Tho government 
had no right to impose any tax except for 
tho support of the government. Secondly, to 
freo American industriea from thoBe burdens 
which had hitherto excluded them from tho 
markets of the world. He was not sure 
that he could oall upon hiB hoar- 
era to rojoico at tho accomplishment 
of tariff reform in the United States except 
inasmuch as thoy approved of the prinoiplo 
more than thoy valued selfish advantage, 
(Laughter.) Tho protectionists of tho 
United States had built up defencoa to keep 
tho pooplo of Groat Britain and others from 
competing with their homo markota, 
bub the tariff reformers were now 
tearing down thoso defoncoB in or- 
dor to lot thomselveR out so that thoy 
might compoto with tho Britiah in other 
markets. Tho future would prove that tho 
manufacturing supremacy of the world 
would go to the people who had the largeBt 
supply of the baBls material and industry 
and the cheapest accoas thereto, and who 
aho applied tho higheat intelli- 
gence to thoir manufactures. He 
conoluded by predicting that the 
nation would be found to be Amerioa. At 
tho same timo he believed that the progress 
of tho demands of tho world would advanco 
upon »uoh a Bcalo that there would bo ample 
room for tho commerce of the United States 
and tho United Kingdom aa well. (Cheers ) 
Mr. J. Sterling Morton, aeoretary of 
agriculture, who was the next speaker, 
Slid the agriculturists of the Unitod 
StateB had leorned that they were 
selling their produce in competi- 
tion with the agricultural labor 
of all the world, yet they were compolled to 
purchase whatever they needed in their in- 
duatry in a country from which competition 
waa excluded. Ho believed that tho Amori- 
can nation had bidden a final adieu to 
protootion. 

W. H. Williams, in propoaing a toast to 
the Chamber of Commorco of tho United 
States, read a letter from Thomas F. 
Bayard, U.S. ambassador, in which he 
wrote "No publio man of the present 
generation in the United States huagraBped 
with greater clearnesa and ability tho 
juet principles of taxation in relation to 
international commorco than Mr. Wilson." 

Congressman Isidoro Strauaa, in response 
to a toaBt, aaid ho regrotted that a matter of 
so great importance as tho tariff has been 
virtually withheld from the consideration of 
chambers of commerce in America because 
of ita connection with politics. 

Sir Courtney Boyle, in proposing a toaat 
to the London Chambor of Commerce, re- 
marked that the work of such bodies was 
yearly growing more important no the rela- 
tione between nations was being governed 
loaa by questions of personal dignity and 
moro by quoBtionB conneoted with trade, 
commerce and enterprise.

The Lachiue Canal Contract— High 
Quality of This Year's Mani- 
toba Wheat Crop. 



Completion of the Sault Ste. Marie 
Waterway— Dominion and 
Provincial Accounts. 



(From Our Own Corrospondont,) 
Ottawa, Sept. 27. — MoNamoo & Mann, 
of Montreal, have aignod tho oontract for 
dredging and deepening tho Laohine canaL 
Undor the contract they muat do the work 
in such a manner that navigation will not 
be interfered with. No right has been con- 
ferred upon them of unwatering the canal 
as reported. 

No bettor indication of tho quality of this 
year's Manitoba wheat could be obtained 
from tho information received at the inland 
revenue department to-day. It ia, that of 
1,314 oara of wheat inspeoted at Fort Wil- 
liam up to the 22nd inatant, 1,123 cars 
graded No. 1 hard and 74 No. 2. This 
represents nearly a million bushels coming 
from all parts of Manitoba. 

Although tho Sault Sto. Mario river canal 
will be completed in about a month's timo, 
it has been decided to defer tho formal 
opening until next spring. Hon. Mr. Hag- 
gart returned from Sault Sto. Marie to-day. 
He eaya tho gatea will be in position in 
about a week or ten days and tho machinery 
in about four weokB. Although the format 
uponing ia deloyod boata will pass through 
this fall. 

Six tenders havo been received at tho de- 
partment of railways and canals for tho 
work of deepening the Like St, Louis ship 
channol to give a depth of fourteen feet of 
water. Tho Weddoll Dredging Company, 
of Tronton, are the lowest tenderB. 

Thursday, November 22, will bo Thanks- 
giving Day. 

Deputy Minister of Marino Smith sails 
for England October G to take part in the 
deliberations of the Royal Commission on 
manning ships, whose aittinga will be re- 
sumed October 23. 

John S. Hall, provincial treasurer of 
Quobeo, is here to see the Premier and Hon. 
Mr. Foster to-day. The reported object of 
hia visit had reference to Mr. Hall's resigna- 
tion from tho provincial cabinet, but in 
official cirolea he stated he was here to ar- 
range payments on account of tho settle- 
ment of the Provincial and Dominion 
accounts.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Pension for Col. Macleod'a Widow— Carbine 
RHIes for the Canadian Dragoons- In- 
quiries by Settlers in Dakota. 

Winnipeg, Sopt. 27.— (Special)— A peti- 
tion to the Governor-General in council ia 
now in course ol circulation through Mani- 
toba and tho Northwest aBking that tho eer- 
vicea to tho country of Col. Maeleod be ac- 
knowledged by granting a ponaion to hia 
widow, who with hor five ohildron will 
othorwiao be destitute Col. Maclood waa 
unable to insure hia life. 

Tho clearing roturna for tho third week of 
Septombor amount to $1,272,022, whiah ia 
an increaae of $352,209 over thoao of last) 
week. The volumo of business done by tha 
banks ia the Bureat index as to tho state of 
trado, and tho incroased activity ia owing to 
tho movement of tho crop and tho conse- 
quent inoroaeod circulation of money.

Her Life Work the Huldect of Mrs. Watt's 
Third Lecturo at Sc. Aim's Academy. 

The life work of Mrs. Browning was tho 
Bubject selected by Mrs. (Dr.) A. T. Watt 
for hor third lecturo, delivered at St. Ann's 
Academy yesterday afternoon. The poetry 
and daily living of Mrs. Browning wore bo 
closely allied, she said, and tho courso of 
her early years so meagre in iucident and bo 
commonplaco that one has to see hor through 
hor pootry to know what bo exalted her from 
tho hundreds of those who lived and loved 
ond Buffered and died about her. Her girl- 
hood was bright and precocious. Tho poetry 
she wrote at ten yearn of age, and that at 
sixteen, an " Eesay on Mind," is worthy of 
note since it is remarkable that a girl of six- 
teen ahould have anything to Bay on Mind 
(with a capital M) or have tho mind to say 
it. The " Promothcui Biund " w*s criti- 
cised as terribly protty and ita crushing last 
verso quotod showing tho volume and forco 
of both Greek and translation. 

Miss Mitford'd personal rooolk otiona of 
Misa Barrett wore given, Bhowing tho charm 
oi puraoii and manner of tho voung poetess. 
Their delightful friendship w ill chirm down 
the ages. The girliahnoss of Mibb Barrett 
when, to please hor physician who forbade 
study, ahe had hor Plato b^und aa a novel ; 
hor satirical descriptions of the aunt in 
"Aurora Leigh," hor play with that much- 
bo-poemized dog Flush, hor occasional 
dainty society verBos, are spots in relief on 
tho aombreness of her work. Her work was 
as serious a thing to her as life, and she of- 
fared it to tho public as tho completest cx- 
proBaion of hor personal boing to which Bho 
ciuld uttain by purposeful endeavor. Her 
purpose was a holy ono, her aim lofty, hor 
uchiovemont, porfoob.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR. 



llaaHacro of Foreigners at Pi king: 
Believed to Be Imminent— 
Movements of Troops. 

Pitiful Sights During the Great Naval 
Enifagemeut— Reported Repulse 
of the Japanese. 



Lovdok, Sept. 27.— A apodal dispatch 
from Shanghai Bays : Li Hung Chang will 
ahortly be succeeded as Viooroy by Wu Ta 
Chang, lato govornor of Hu Puh. Lord Li, 
late Chineao minister to Japan, has been 
degraded. Tho native officials claim to have 
received news on tho 25th instant that in an 
attack by Japanese troops upon tho ChineBo 
at Manohow and Ki Ku the Japanese were 
repulsed after nharp fighting. 

An oflio'al telegram sent by tho Taitai from 
Port Arthur to Wei Hai YVoi oonvoys the 
information that the Chinose warship Chi 
Yuen steamed away before tho fighting at 
Yalu began. Admiral Wing, who is at Port 
Arthur, wires that two torpedo boats are 
missing. The four others wbioh were up 
the Yalu rivor came out into tho sea after 
the battle was over. Tho admiral adds : 
" We disoovorod ourselves surrounded and 
attacked on all eides." Three thousand 
Chinese troops are on thoir way down tho 
Yang-tie Kiaog river, bound north. 

The EugliBh ship Pathana (Pantheon) 
whioh wus interrupted iu tho Formosa chan- 
nel on Friday, upon suspicion that she was 
carrying munitions of war, was taken to 
Keelung, tho troaty port of tho island of 
Formosa, where tho cargo was overhauled 
by the Chinese authorities. Sho olearod 
from New York July 28 for Aden, Hong- 
kong and Shanghai, touched at Aden August) 
25, arrived at Hongkong Soptcmbor 15. 
Her owners Bay she had on board nothing 
that was liable to seizure as contraband of 
war. 

A Yokohama dispatch states that the 
Tong Haks, a powerful religious sect, which 
caused the first outbreak in Korea, have at- 
tacked the Japanese at Taku. Reinforce- 
ments havo been sent from Seoul to assist 
the Japanese forces at Taku. Tho Tong 
Haks are tho most bittor of any of the 
Koreans against foreigners, and constitute 
tho moat powerful revolutionary element in 
the country. 

A Tokio correspondent of the Central 
News says Admiral. Ito, commander of the 
Japanese fleet during tho engagement off 
Yblu, has Bent an offieor to the emporor at 
Hirotchima to mako a verbal report of the 
engagement. The officer's report gives a 
vivid description of the battle, which he 
says waa extremely hot at times. As the 
warships went down, he says, the crews 
clung to the rigt(ing and called for help. Ha 
addB : "Tho Bight was a most pitiful one. 
The Japanese packet Saiko Marku during 
the action had her steering gear disabled by 
a shell and was obliged in her flight to pass 
between two powerful Chinese oruiserB, 
both of whioh discharged torpedoea at her, 
but too low 'o do any injury. A shell from 
the Chineso fleet exploded iu the sick bay of 
the Japanese cruiser Hisei, killing anoV 
woundiDg many and setting tho ship on fire. 
The Japanese used no torpedoes. All the 
damage sustained by the Chinese was by 
shot. At sundown the Chinese fleet was in 
full rotreat. None of tho Japanese vessels 
were lost and baly three injured." 

A despatch from Tokyo says that prior 
to the departure of the second Japanese 
army for field service, consisting of 30,000 
men, under command of Field Marshal 
Count Oyama, the emperor reviewed the 
troops. Id is reported vaguely that the 
squadron is bound for the Yellow sea. 

A despatch to the Central NewB gives 
further details of the naval battle off the 
mouth of the Yalu river. The despatoh 
describes the steaming out of tho bay of 
the Ciiineso to meet the Japanese fleet.; the 
formation of the Chinese fleet when in the 
open water being that of an accentuated 
crescent, while the Japanese were in a 
singlo lino with the Matsushima in the cen- 
tre. After the first few rounds had been 
exchanged. Admiral Ito, commanding the 
Japanese fleet, signaled his ships to bring 
their guns to bear first upon one fUnk and 
then upon tho other, of the eDemy. The 
Chinese thereupon altered their formation 
into a single lino. The fighting proceeded, 
the distances varying from 2.000 to 3.000 
metres. Only a few of the Chinese shots 
were effeifc ve. 

After u timo tho Chineso admiral ap- 
parently deemed his position desperato and 
rrdered the formation of his line broken. 
He sent three Bhips against tho Japanese 
line at fullBpeed. It was at this time that 
the Lai Yun was sunk, followed by the Chin 
Yuen and the Chao Yuong. Tho fUtjship 
Matsushima had been the object of the 
Chineso attack throughout tho fight. A 
Ch'neao shell struck and dismounted a quick 
firing gun. and completing tho disaster the 
gun was flung violently against lheaidoof 
the ship. The commander and first lieu- 
tenant of tho Matsushima wore killed, as were 
also a numberof seamen. This made tho total 
loss of tho crew, 1'20 men, and Admiral Ito 
did not delay a moment in transferring him- 
self and stafl' to tho Rasidate, and in a few 
minuteB waa again in tho thick of the fight. 
Tho Ycshino wus fought splendidly through- 
out. Sho steamed in advance of tho Hi Yi, 
and when the latter was disabled and wau 
backing out of line, the Yoehino took tho 
enemy's fire and was hit frfquently. First 
Lieutenant Aakagi took command of the 
Yeshino after tho captain and two look-out 
men had boon killed, and fought tho ship 
until darkness terminated the action. 

It is reported that nativo officials at 
Shanghai have received news that tho Jap- 
anese attacked tho Chinese forceB at Anchow 
and Yltuhow simultaneously, and were re- 
pulsed at both places 

The massacre of foreigners at Peking is 
regarded as imminent. Tho legations have 
asked that blue jickots bo landed to pro- 
tect them. Ouo hundred and oighty thou- 
sand men, mostly rabble and small urmod 
oavalry, havo ussembletl to dofend Mouk- 
don. A battle is expected boforo a fort- 
night has clapFod. 

Washington, Sept 27. — Tho nows of the 
departure of tho second Japaneso army is 
regardod in official circles as the first move 
in tho advance on Pekin. Tho Gulf of 
Peohili, which tho despatches givo as the 
probable destination of the army, is at tho 
ontranoo of tho river louding to Peking. It, 
is Baid that tho forto ut tho entrance of tho 
rivor aro practicably impregnablo, owing to 
tho strotoh of mud fl its around them. It is 
not believed, thoroforo, that any advance on 
Peking will ho made up tho rivor, but the 
men will ho landed at Bomo other port, 
whenco a Bhort overland march would tako 
them to tho walls of Peking.

AMNESTY TO MORVIONS. 

Proclamation Restoring Civil Eights to tho 
Jlemuers of the Church of Latter 
Day Saints. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.— Through the de- 
partment of state to-day President Cleve- 
land mado a proclamation of amnesty and 
pardon to all persons who havo been con- 
violod of polygamy undor the tcaohings of 
tho Mormon ohuroh. It 1b as follows ; 

" By the President of the United States 
of America : 

" Whereas oongress by a statute passed 
March 22, 1892, and statutes in furtherance 
and amendment thereof, defined the orimes 
of polygamy and unlawful cohabitation in 
tho territories and other places within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the United States, 
and prescribed oponaltyfor suoh crimes, and 

" Whereas, on or about tho sixth day of 
Ootobor, 1890, the ohuroh of the Latter Day 
Saints, commonly known as the Mormon 
ohuroh, through the president, issued a 
manifesto proclaiming the purpose of Baid 
ohuroh no longer to sanction the praotice of 
polygamous marriages, and calling upon all 
members and adherents of said church to 
obey tho laws of tho United States in refer- 
ence to said subjeot matter ; and, 

Whereas, on the fourth day of January, 
189!!. Borjimin Harrison, then President of 
the United States, did declare and grant a 
full pardon Bud amnesty to certain offenders 
under condition of future obedience to thoir 
requirements, as is fully set forth in said 
proclamation of amnesty and pardon ; and, 

" Whereas, upon the evidence now fur- 
nished mo I am satisfied that tho membora 
and adherents of said church generally 
abstain from plural marriages and poly- 
gamous cohabitation and are now living in 
obedlenco to the laws, and that the time has 
now arrived when tho interests of public 
justico and morality will bo promoted by 
the granting of amnesty and pardon to all 
suoh offenders as have complied with tho 
conditions of said proclamation, including 
euoh of aaid offenders as have been convioted 
under the provisions of said acts. 

Now, therefore, I, Grover Cleveland, 
President of the United States, by virtue of 
the power in me vested, do hereby declare 
and grant a full amnesty and pardon to all 
persona who have in violation of said nets 
committed each of the offences of polygamy, 
bigamy, adultery or unlawful co habitation 
under the color of polygamy or plural 
marriage, or who have been convicted of 
violations of said acts and aro suffering the 
deprivation of the civil rights, excepting 
all persona who have not complied with tho 
conditions noted in said proclamation of 
January 4, 1S93. In witness thereof, 1 havo 
hereunder set my hand and caused tho seal 
of tho United States to bo affixed.

W. K. Guesham, Secretary of State. 

CHINESE FISHERMEN. 

They Are Returning in Largo Numbers From 
Alaskan forts. 

San Francisco, Sept. 27. — The police 
force in the Chinatown squad are making 
preparations to receive tho returning Chi- 
nese fishermen, who are now due from 
Alastan ports. The end of tho fishing sea- 
son finds Chinatown overrun with thuga and 
highbinders, who in the early part of the 
year seek rofuge in Alaska from tho ven- 
geance of the law, or of some of the aociotica 
whose enmity they have incurred. There 
"nave always been some mysterious doaths 
among the fishermen on the return voyage, 
end as the boss Chinamen retain the shares 
of those who die, they have generally been 
suspeotcd of knowing something of the 
cause of the unusual mortality. The polioe 
have solvod tha question to their own satis- 
faction. They Bay that most of the men 
who journey northward to work for the can- 
ners aro of the worst olaas, and indulge in all 
sorts of Chineso dissipations, Including ex- 
cessive opium smoking. They save moBt of 
their money while in Alaska, and on tho re- 
turn voyage, being deprived of the drug, 
they frequently dio. Somo of the fishermen 
arrive hero with from S100 to $200 to show 
for thoir aeaaon'a work, and they proceed to 
apend tho money in tho latest Shanghai 
atylo. Therefore the Chinatown tquad is 
preparing for thorn. 



THE WHALING FLEET. 

Poorest Catch for Many Seasons-Only Twenty- 
Nine Taken by 'Frisco Vessels. 

San Fuancisco, Sopt. 27.— The steamer 
Jeanie arrived from Ounalaska yesterday 
morning, bringing news of tho loss of the 
whaling bark Reindeer on AuguBt •! last. 
The wreck took place iiiBido of the return 
reef. The crew were saved and woro divided 
among tho different whalers in tho Arctic 
Up to September 1 ten whalers had taken 
25 whales. Tho lost whaler wus owned by 
Captain James McKenna of this city, who 
has experienced unusually bud luck during 
tho past three seasons. All in all ho must 
have lost $150,000 In whaling voasols during 
tho past three years. It appears that a 
largu ice floe drifted down on tho Reindeer 
and oarried her upon tho reef. The bark 
w -b clo»n at tho time, not a whale having 
been taken einco she left San Franc'sco. 
Tho catch up to September 1 had 
been tho poorost for many seasons.

THE MEETING OF THE LEGISLA- 
TURE. 

It will bo seen by an advertisement in an 
other column that tho Legislature has been 
called to meet on the 12th of November for 
dispatch of business. This will not be a 
surprise to the people of the Province, for an 
early session appears to have been generally 
expected. The largo expenditures which on 
account of tho Fraser river floods the 
Government wero obliged to make must 
have led many to conclude that they 
would convene the Legislative Assembly in 
order to obtain its sanction for what hid 
been done without its authority. This is no 
donbt the true reason of tho early session. 
The Government doubtless desire to give an 
account to the representatives of tho people 
of what thoy have done to meet pressing 
emergencies without any needless loss of 
time. 

There do not appear to be many import- 
ant questions waitiDg for settlement, or 
much new legislation required. It is there- 
fore probable that the session will be a short 
ono. This seems to be tho expectation of 
such of the members as wo have hoard ex- 
press an opinion on the subject. It is per- 
haps as well that the first session of the new 
House should be a short one. Tho new 
members will be able to got a knowledge of 
how tho business of legislation is done with- 
out having to take part in long debatoB, and 
without being wearied by helping to pass 
through the House a largo number of 
elaborato bills. Tho cxporienco thoy will 
acquire in tho coming short session will en- 
able them when tho legislature meets again 
to take an activo part in its work. 



ACCURATELY FORESHADOWED. 

It is noticeablo that almost everything in 
tho war botween China and Japan has turned 
out sb Mr. Henry Norman foreshadowed in 
his rocent article in the Contemporary Re- 
view. He represented tho Chinoao army aa 
ill-disciplined, badly armed, without food, 
without tho moat rutlimontory knowledge of 
military mattors, and without compotont 
loadors of any kind. It was easy to seo that 
on army of this kind would make a misorablo 
show in tho face of a well organized, well 
equipped, well armed and well disciplined 
enemy. If tho news that has reached us 
from the aeab of war is to be 
relied upon tho Chinese troops have farod 
as thoy might bo expected to faro when on- 
deavoring to coutond with capable soldiers 
under efficient officers. Boing bravo men, 
they rcBisted as loug as they could, but 
natural courage availed little in the Sold 
against tho superior training and equipment 
and generalship of tho JupanoBO. 

Tho Chinese fleet, too, has met tho fate 
prediotod for it by Mr. Norman. His wordn 
were: " Tho truth iu that if tho Japanese 
do not swoop tho ChineBo from tho soa, thon 
study, skill, devotion and oxporionco go tor 
nothing." The Chinese appoar to havo beou 
already almost, if not quito, swopt from the 
soa. Thoy have suffered tho natural conao- 
quonccs of their ignorance, conceit and 
neglect, Thoy allowed their ships to fall 
into an inefficient condition, and 
when tho time camo for them to 
do tho work they wero constructed and 
equipped to do, thoy wero usoless or tho 
next thing to It. So much that Mr. Nor- 



man said hast proved true that it is reason- 
able to oxpeot that the conclusion which he 
pointed out will alBO come to pass. 
" China," he said, " has long boon destined 
to be tho prey of tho first armed comer." 
It would be singular, indeed, to Bee a great 
Empire like China beaten by a nation so 
small as Japan. Yet this is what Mr. Nor- 
man has led uo to expect. China haB no 
army worth plucirg any reliance on even to 
defend their own country. Hor fleet, whou 
tho war was declared, was in such a neglect- 
ed etalo that it was not to be depended on. 
It has sinco boon terribly shattered, and it 
is doubtful whether it can be put in 
fighting condition ugain. Japan has a 
comparatively email army but it is well die 
oiplincd. The men are full of spirit and 
confidont of viotory. Japan's navy is also 
in excellont condition. It ia mannod by 
sailors who are able and willing to do their 
duty, and its officers are oducated mon who 
are skilled In the art ot niodorn warfare. 
All that China has on its side aro numbers. 
Her army is a mob and her navy a wreck. It 
ia not difficult to aoo how a war between two 
such combatants must end. Tho Japanese 
will besoonablo to dictate their own termB, 
tho Cbineao will bo glad to got out of their 
difficulties by making great sucritices. ThiB, 
of course, is assuming that tho nowo that 
hua reached us from Korea ia true, and that 
Mr. Norman has formed a correct 
ostimato of tho prowosa and tho lighting re- 
sources of China. Kventa so far have proved 
that ho has dono this with wonderful ac- 
curacy, 

China, according to that gontloman, doos 
not liko lighting. She likea to have tho 
reputation of being exceedingly Btrong and 
capablo of doing wonders when she is once 
rousod to action. But tho neighbor who is 
bold enough to wake her up finds that sho 
is almost ub harmless uwako aa asleep. "Tho 
role of sleeping leviathan," Baya Mr. Nor- 
man, " suits hor perfeotly, but Bho well 
knowB tho first stop she might tako would 
destroy the illusion upon which her socurity 
is based." This is just what has happened 
Before China eommencod fighting she was 
believed to bo invincible as against J apan, 
but no soonor is Bhe face to face with her 
alert enemy than the world begins to sua 
pect that sho is an immense imbeoile. 



THE GREAT WATERWAY. 

American and Canadian delegates Bpent 
some time in Toronto lately talking about a 
deep watorway. The Bcheme they had in 
view was a gigantic one. It was no less 
than to havo a channel through river, lake 
and oanal twenty-one feet deep from the 
Atlantic to the western end of Lako 
Superior. 

If Nature had given the inhabitants of 
this continent euch a channel ic would have 
been of immense advantage to them. As it 
is, she has been exceedingly generous in tho 
matter of a waterway. She has provided 
them with a splendid river and con- 
nected it with a chain of magnificent lakes. 
In order to make that river available for 
navigation along ita whole leng'h, Cana- 
dians have constructed a syatom of canals 
tha liko of which ia not to be Been in the 
whole world, The river and the canals 
are of the greatest use to tho inhabitants of 
both Canada and tho United StateB. By 
thoir means commerce is greatly facilitated. 
But neither Canadians nor Americana aro 
satisfied. The waterway oould be made im- 
mensely more advantageoua if it wero deep- 
ened seven feot or ao — if sea-going ships 
oould penotrato tho continent from Queboo 
to Port Arthur. There ia nothing unreason- 
able in this projeob. It la no doubt quite 
feasible — if tho projectors had. money 
onougb. Ita accomplishment is, as far as we 
can see, a mere matter of dollars and cents. 
But there's the rub. The difficulty of rais- 
ing dollars and cents stands in the way of 
carrying out thousands of beautiful schemes, 
both of public and private concern. And, 
we should say, it will tako a very large sum 
of money to porfeot thiH particular 
scheme. How is thia money to bo 
raised, and who la to raise it? 
Tho work, it is evident, if it ia ever under- 
taken, should bo a national one. It would 
never do to obstruct the navigation of suoh a 
magnificont waterway by Buch paltry things 
us tolls. As both Canada und tho United 
States would bo bonefited by it, it is only 
fair that thoy should both pay towards its 
construction. Canada has already paid u 
very handsome sum towards giving the c 
tinont this groat waterway. Almost all that 
will bo requirod to mako the greater part of it 
just what tho projectors propose is to deopen 
tho oanah that Canada has already mado. 
Wo find that tho dolegatea did not 
come to any practical conclusion with 
regard to this deop waterway, Many 
do not soom to have tho faintest idoa how 
tho work is to be dono or who is to pay for 
it. Thoy, wo beliovo, could not agreo aa to 
its eastern terminus, or rathor termini. Somo 
wanted it to continue to tho ocean through 
tho rivor St. Lawrence, but othora wantod 
ib to branch off' into tho United Statca bywoy 
of Lake Champlain. In fact the world dooB 
not scorn to know any moro ubout this ques- 
tion of ways and means now that tho Con- 
vention has dissolved than it did bofore it 
mot. Perhaps a fow of tho moro sanguine 
eouls aoo by thia time that it ia not quite 
easy to deepen the waterway aa 
thoy imagined whon they demonstrated 
ita feasibility with tongue, paper and pencil 
to admiring and wondoring neighbors. Tho 
newspapers of tho K»sb cortaiuly do not 
throw any light on the aubjoot. Thoy do 
not. seem to havo beon greatly odifiod by tho 
disoussions thoy roportod at auoh great 
ength. 

It appears to us that thia ontorpriao is sev- 
eral Bizus too big for ordinary business mon. 
It will, if wo may bo allowod an opinion on 
tho matter, havo to he taken hold of by 
somo largo-minded statesman, who, assisted 
by a Napoleon of finanoo and engineers of 
extraordinary capacity, will put it in suoh a 
shapo that ordinary mon will bo able to 



carry it out. The man will, no doubt, 
come, at the proper time, but when that 
timo will be, five years hence or a hundrod, 
ib would require a prophet to tell. 

A NEW RIFLE. 

United Statos soldiers are to bo armed 
with a new rifle. Ib is called tho Krag- 
Jorgensen riflo. It ia a maeazlne rifle. Tho 
first instalment of the new weapon waa iatoly 
given to tho Second and Fourth Infantry of 
Now York. 

This Krag Jorgoiisou rilla is desoribed as a 
truly formidable weapon. It ia made to bo 
used with smokeless powder. It ha8 an 
initial velocity of 2,000 feet, against 1,300 
for tho old £iin. ThiB, tho initiated say, 
moans " a prodigious superiority in rango, 
ponotration and Ilatueea of trajectory. This 
last quality especially adds to ita doadlintas, 
aa ita bullets will strike an advancing ouemy 
when thoBO of tho present arms would not 
tako clfoot at all." At thirty yards tho bul- 
let of this riflo has pouotrated two and 
a half foot into oak and it ia fatal even at 
two miles. 

The Bmokoleaa powdor, it is said, leavoB 
little residue aftor firing and thoro ia no 
fouling of tho bore. There ia littlo rocoil, 
little noiae, und instead of a denso smoko 
only a light "vapor quickly dissipating, bo 
giving a clear aim. Both the charge and 
tho bullot aro light. An ordinary •■15 calibre 
rillo takes 70 graiua of powdor and a 105 
grain bullet, making -17") grains in all. The 
new rifle's (.'SO) charge ia .'17 grains of pow- 
dor and a 220 grain bullot covered with 
nickol Btool, or 257 grainc altogether. The 
advantugo of the lighter cartridges is 
obvioua. Tho aoldior can carry 110 rounda 
as oaaily as he can (it) of the old. 

If this new rills fulfils its promiso there is 
no fear of tho American army] having a 
monopoly of it. It ia to be hoped that tho 
military authorities of tho Dominion will 
not keep tho old rifles and tho old amunni- 
tion now in use until they become complete- 
ly obsolete. 

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

The free coinage question ia still a burn- 
ing ono in the United Statos. Some of the 
Democrats favor it, while tho Republicans, 
as a party, do their boBt to throw cold water 
upon it. Tho Domocratio Convention of 
Ohio pasBed a resolution in favor of the free 
coinago of ailver 1G to 1 by a large majority. 
Thia is tho resolution : 

" Wo dissent from the President's views, 
construction and treatment of tho silver 
question, and, thorefore, believe that silver 
should bo restored to the position it occu- 
pied prior to ita domometization by tho Re- 
publican party and to that end we favor the 
unlimited freo coinage of ailver at tho legal 
ratio of 1G to 1, and with equal legal tendor 
powera." 

Tho Republicans of Waahingtou State on 
the other hand voted down a free ailver res- 
olution.

the Dominion properly authenticated A 
legal instrument intended for use in a 
foreign country Bhould bo duly authenticated 
by a conBular authority of that country, and 
if for ubo in any part of Hor Maj-aty'a 
dominions other than Canada, it should be 
authenticated by Hia Exoellenoy the Gov- 
ernor-General. A atriot observance of thiB 
rule will prevent tho delay and inconven- 
ience which now frequently arise from legal 
instruments being dispatched in an incom- 
plete form." 

An investigation by tho provincial police 
proves that thero was no foul pluy connected 
with tho disappearance of I'etor, the Choam 
Indian constable who disappeared some days 
apo. Constable Liater, who went up from 
Weatminater to inquire into tho matter, 
found that Potor went acroBa tho river to 
mrko aomo arroata on tho Indian reserve.

Tho big 
canoe went ahead again and rounding an 
island lost eight of Po'or, who haa been 
missing ovor since. Apparently ho fell 
overboard a second time and was drowned. 
HiB overcoat which he had placed in tho 
largo canoo had an uripty gin bottlo in it 
which showed protty cloarly tho cauae of 
tho trouble,

Not Anticipated That the Session Will 
Be a Loup; Oue-Respecting 
Private Bills. 

The expectation that tho now legislative 
assembly of the province would be sum- 
moned for the dispatch of bueineBB during 
the present autumn is to bo realized; yes- 
terday'd issue of tho British Columbia 
Gazette containing tho formal proclamation 
of His Honor tho Lieutenant Governor, 
summoning tho members elect for Monday, 
tho 12 h of November. It iB not anticipated 
that tho session will be a long ono, as there 
is not to vory much publio busineas Hated 
for coDBidoration ; numerous private bills 
are, however, already in courBO of prepara- 
tion in tho city law ollicea. In connection 
with these lutter tho Gazotto of yesterday 
abo contains tho following notice isBued by 
tho clerk of the houso : 

"All applications for privato billn, prop- 
erly tho subject of legislation by thu legis- 
lative assembly of British Columbia, within 
thu purview of the ' Britiah North America 
Att, 1807, whether for the erection of a 
bridge, tho making of a railway, tramway, 
turnpike road, or telegraph or telephono line; 
the c matruction or improvement of a har- 
bor, oauul, lock, dum, elide, or other like 
work ; the granting of a right of ferry ; the 
incorporation of any particular trode or call- 
ing, or of any joint stock company ; or 
otherwise for granting to any individual or 
individuals any exclusive or peculiar rights 
or privileges whatever, or for doing any 
matter or thing which in itB operation would 
affoct the rights or proporty of other parties, 
or relate to any particular class of the com- 
munity, or for making any amend- 
ment of a like naturo to any for- 
mer act — Bhall requiro a notice, clearly 
and diatinotly Bpecityinp the nature and ob- 
ject of tho application and, whore the appli- 
cation rofera to any proposed work, indi- 
cating genorully tho looition of tho woik, 
and signed by or on behalf i f the applicants, 
auch notioe to bo published as follows : 

" In tho British Columbia Gazette, and in 
ono newspaper publiahod in the district 
affected, or if there bo no newspaper pub- 
lished therein, then in a newspaper in tho 
next nearest district in which a newspaper 
is published. 

"Such notice Bhall be continued in each 
oase for a period of at least six weeks, during 
tho interval of time between the close of the 
next preceding session and the consideration 
if the petition, and copies of auch notice 
jhall be aent by the parties inserting auch 
notice to the clerk of the houae to be filed 
imongst the recorda of the committee on 
tanding orders. 

" Before any petition, praying for leave 
o bring in a private bill for the erection of 
, toll bridge, is received by the houBe, the 
lerson or persona intending to petition for 
„uch bill shall, upon giving the notice pre- 
scribed by the preceding rule, also at the 
same time and in the aame manner give no- 
tice of the rateB which they Intend to ask, 
the extent of the privilege, the height of 
tho arches, the interval between the abut- 
ments or piora for tho passage of rafts and 
vessels, and mentioning also whether they 
intend to oreor. a drawbridge or not, and tho 
dimensions of the same. 

" All private bills for acta of incorpora' 
tion shall bo ao framed as to incoroorato by 
reference tho clauses of the general acts re- 
lating to the detaila to bo provided for by 
Buch bills :— Special grounds shall be estab- 
lished for any ptopoBed departure from this 
principle, or for the introduction of other 
provisions aa to auch details, anel a 
note bhall be appended to the bill, 
indiciting the provisions thereof in which 
the general act is proposed to bo departed 
from. Bills which are not framed in ac- 
cordance with thia rule shall be re-caat by 
the promoters and ro printed at their ex- 
pense before any committee passes upon 
their clauses. 

"The expenses and costs attending on 
private bills giving any exclusive privilege, 
or for any obj -ct of profit or private, cor- 
porate or individual advantage; or for 
amending, extending or enlarging any 
formoraots in Buch manner aa to confer 
additional powers, ought not" to fall on 
the public; accordingly the parties 
seeking to obtain a privato bill shall pay tho 
clork of the houBO tho sum of §100 beforo tho 
first reading thereof, and an additional Bum 
of §100 immediately after tho eocond read- 
ing thereof. And no such bill shall be read 
a firBt time, or committed after socond read- 
ing, unless the feea payable on the first and 
Bocond reading respectively ate paid to the 
clork, and all Buch bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for tho Bamo, and 
printed in small pica typo, twenty-six cma 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in Imperial oc- 
tavo form, each pngo when folded measur- 
ing 10:| inches by ?■} inches, and 100 copies 
thereol shall bo deposited with the clerk of 
tho house immediately before thu first read- 
ing. If amendments aro made to any bill 
during its progress beforo tho committee on 
privato bills, or through tho houso, Buch bill 
shall bo ro-prinud by tho promoters 
thereof. 

" Authoiity to act an parliamentary agent 
may be obtained on application to tho clerk 
of tho houfe, and upon payment of tho aum 
of fivo dollars."

CONTRACT OR DAY'S WORK? 

To the Editor : —I see by your report of 
tho last, council meeting that. Aid. Leding- 
ham is still trying to get the Douglas Btroet 
work done by day work. Why did tho coun- 
cil advertise for bids for the woik and give 
contractors the trouble and expense of 
figuring on tho work ? If this was the in- 
tention would it not be well for Alderman 
Ledingham to get the cost of some of the 
doy work done by the city first. Let them 
get the coat for instance of the surface drain 
done by day work on San Juan street, James 
Bay. Several tenders were sent in for this 
work, but we as ratepayers have hoard 
nothing about the amount it cost above the 
lowest tendor. If the council wish to do 
some day work lot them try their hands on 
something smaller — Bay a ten or twelve 
hundred dollar work and have it kept 
separate from all other work done by the 
city, oharging blacksmith work, timbering, 
etc., etc., to the work which is done. In 
future would it not be more straightforward 
on the council's part not to get information 
from contractors when their intontiona are 
to use it for other purposos.

THE TRESPASS SEASON- 

To tux Editor :— Permit attention to the 
above matter, which has attained such in- 
credible magnitude aa to constitute a serious 
public nuisance, involving — by olfendors — 
hopeleaa ignorance concerning tho nature 
and law of private property, with owners' 
exclusive rights therein, and also suggesting 
a tentative term of instruction in tho peni- 
tentiary as the only, though draoonic, 
panacea. 

Now the lex loci, written law, of tho pro- 
vince here, as everywhoro, expressly and 
without even constructive doubt, consti- 
tutes owners tho " sole users" of their en- 
closed laud and home, in country just us in 
tho town (where persona do not buy any- 
thing to uso in common). But opposed to 
this constitutional enactment, formulatod on 
natural instinct (vido tho bee species, and 
especially hornotB), exiat citizens who mani- 
fest tint Buch ethical or legal porcoption 
is not apprehended by them, und thuB oman- 
atea that pestiferous body — i.e., trespassers, 
with a large variety of species, all pro- 
fessionally Rgrend, in pursuit of what is 
apart from thoir own, or dedicated to public 
uae, for each aeason, aa ye festivo 
cimpora, ahootora and sports, pio- 
nickers, blackberry. piokera, intcrmoddlers, 
pedestrians, riding and driving partioB, 
boating and bathing partus), dress and un- 
dress partioa, thiraty parties, idlo inquirora, 
([uidnuncfl, bummers, nondescript loafers, 
and peculators, etc, otc, (id lib., who con- 
stitute a pormaDent monaco to rural resi- 
dents within roach ; for having rosidod in 
the old country and many parts of Europe, 
also California, I opino that nowhere but 
here would such operations bo oven attempt- 
ed, though if tho forvid treBpaaaing crowd 
betook themselves, at thoir own oxponso, or 
could bo bonusod by tho coiporation, to say 
Cariboo or Timbuctoo, it might dilute tho 
nuisance, but no, their oconomio field of 
\xboc must bo convenient, about only private 
proporty, and when, if "camping," aavo tho 
mirk, thoir toilot and other rosourcoB of 
civilization so doplotod aa to render piquant 
or graceful display of costumo a prattcul im- 
possibility, even though thoy Bootho their 
aheap retiroment into country life by fence 
and bottlo broaking, bush fireB, noaturnal 
calllopeB, and other Indian games and bouo- 
volont enterprises. Thus, for specific casea 
as illustrating tho foregoing : Two trespass- 
ing city laditB offered, with a bough, ^to ex- 
tinguish— in the first round — tho offond- 
ing owner of tho enclosed place, nearly 
at his own door. Anothor, at tor distressing 
bullyraggin and abuso, spltofully threatened 
him with the looal sohool marm. A gontlo- 
man, uninvited, dofiantly Btatod " ho stood 
on hia own property," ovidontly thinking 
his boots convoyed title Anothor expressed 
; for " law " or " polioo," and 
amnutlne chook of a Mormon 
snded, If you pleaso, to see 
tie deeds." A acout from a 
nplng party" mameuvred to 



their tents fur firearms, and deployed out 
with a blunderbusu, 12 inah bore, loaded 
with perhapi their tent debris, old bottles, 
hair pioB aud Buch liko. From my military 
oxperionoe on the Gorge and footpaths in 
town, thiB hostile movo I dingnosod bb 
Btrategio ru6e to open a line of rulreat- for 
the retiring (kind of) ladio3 of tho party, 
but it waa incongruous with tho gentle pur- 
suit of husbandry and hunbandp, though it 
conclusively proved the existonco of ut Icait 
one clasB in the world not bogus or back- 
ward. But ia is not time for our legislators 
to inlorveno, either to istue a royal commis- 
sion to sit on trespassers and quiet their 
title, or by amendment to tho " Trespass 
act" make it felony to enter on any pretext; 
private property, it being do faoto " loiter- 
ing with intent " Secondly, the decentrali- 
zation of the provinoii 1 polio , to be at aim. cd 
with speaial oouBlablea in country districts, 
or if no', then tho only alternative is to ro- 
move farms and localises where trespassers 
love to ruid into town, next door to the 
force, to prevent them from beooming blue 
mouldy, within meaning of tho oodo. 
Thirdly, tho formation of local vigilanoo or 
reception committees, to watch and speedily 
introduce to the bench treBpassera of all and 
every sex as heruinbeforo recited and de- 
scribed in any ciae.

In tho words of a correspondent, 
the blderman who " fathered the motion " 
did not bring tho matter befrra tho council 
in a businets-'.ike and intelligent manner, 
and it waa disposed of as If tho whole thing 
was a huge j ">ko, 

Our precious city counoil are not destitute 
of reasons of their own, such as thty are, for 
voting down the motion. One boasts that 
ho will novor be a party to grunting a bonus 
to any company ; another, that such mea- 
sures are always for the bent lit of some one, 
and Btill another, that all the cit iea on the 
Coast wore oanvaaBed before Victoria waB 
approached. To these wiseacres it might be 
answered that as a rulo no city can secure 
any great industry without paying for it ; 
that is by giving a bonus, and generally a 
liberal one ; that it is not pretended tho 
promoters in this case should force a favor 
of this magnitude upon us without securing 
to themselves some benifitB in return, and 
that if all tho cities on tho CoaBt wero can- 
vatsed, strange to say we never heard of it. 
Surely the community will novor permit 
any of these puerile excuses to have any 
weight in a matter which so vitally concerns 
their beBt interests. 

The public, Mr. Editor, will fully ap 
preciate your efforts if you will uso your 
poworful influence in tho interest of Via- 
toria to bring about a reconsideration of 
thia whole Bubject ere it be too lato, and ono 
of our sister cities blessed with men of some 
public spirit and enterprise at the head of 
its affairs reaches out its hands and carries 
away the prize happily not yet boyond tho 
reaoh of ours.

BY-LAW. 

A By-Law to Eimblo tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to raiao tho sum 
of §150,000 for Water Works Pur- 
poses. 

Whereas It Is expedient, nnd necessary to 
raiao a sum of monoy for extending nnd im- 
proving tho supply of water of the water works 
of tho City of Victoria to tho Inhabitants 
thoroof, and for that purpose to raiso by way 
of loan upon tho credit of tho said city tho aum 
of $150,000; 

And whereas It will require tho sum of 
87.731 to bo raiaod annually by rato for tho pay- 
ment of tho new dobt and intorest; 

And whereas tho wholo ratablo land and 
improvomonta or real proporty of tho said cor 
poratlon of tho City of Victoria, according to 
tho laat roviaed assessment roll for tho year 
1891, iB $15,559,370X0; 

And whereas It will rcquiro an annual rate 
of ono half of ono mill in tho dollar for paying 
Buch new debt and intorCBt; 

And whoroaa thia By-law shall not bo altered 
or ropealed except with tho conaent of tho 
LIoutonant-Govornor-ln Council, 

Bo it thoreforo enacted by tho Municipal 
Council of tho corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows: 

Soo. 1. It Bhall bo lawful for the Mayor of tho 
corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho crodit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturea hereinafter mentioned from 
any poraon or persona, body or bodiea corpor- 
ate, who may bo willing to advanco tho Bamo 
as a loan, a sura of money not oxcojding In th3 
wholo the sura of $150,000 currency (or sterling 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono 
pound storling), and to causo all sums so raiaed 
or roccived to bo paid Into tho handa of 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with the object hereinbefore re- 
cited. 

Soo. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cauao any number of debentures to bo mado, 
executed and issued for auch sums aa may bo 
required, not oxceoding, however, tho Bum of 
$150,000, oither In curroncy (or sterling money 
at tho rato of 1.80 2-3 dollars to tho ono pound 
sterling) aa may bo required, each of tto Baid 
debentures being of tho amount of $1,003 or Its 
eterllng cqulvalont at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
aoal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor theroof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said dobonturea Bhall boar date 
tho 1st day of October, 1891, and Bhall bo mado 
payablo In fifty yoara from tho said dato at 
auch plaoo, either In Great Britain, tho United 
Suites of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated Uioreon, and ahall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
Intoreat, and tho BlgnatureB to tho interest 
coupons may bo eithor writton, stamped, 
printed or llthographod. 

Soo. 4. Tho said debonturos Bhall boar In- 
toreat at tho rato of li por cout, por annum 
from tho dato thereof, which Intoreat shall bo 
payablo half yearly, at Buch place, either in 
Groat Britain, tho Unltod States of Amorica, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo ox- 
proasod In tho dobonturoa and coupona. 

Soc. 5. It ahall bo lawful for Iho said Mayor 
to causo tho aald debentures and tho intoreat 
coupona, oithor or both, to bo mado payablo at 
auch placo, eithor In Groat Britain, tho United 
States of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo doalrod. 

Soo. 6. For tho purposo of raising annually a 
certain spoclflo sum for tho payment of tho in- 
toreat on tho aald debenturea during their cur- 
roncy, thoro shall bo raised annually tho sum 
of $0,750, and for tho purpose of raising annu- 
ally a cortain specific sura for tho payment of 
tho dobt at maturity, thoro shall bo raised an- 
nually tho sum of $985. 

Sec. 7. Tho said annual aums in tho next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned ahall bo raiaed 
and loviod In each year by a rato aufflcient 
thorefor on all tho ratable land or Improve- 
ments or roal proporty In tho Municipality of 
tho aald Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during tho continuanco of tho said debonturea 
or any of them. 

Soo. 8. It ahall bo lawful for tho Bald 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur-

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FANCY WORK NOVELTIES. 



In Which Grape Baskets and Old Japanese 
, Fans Conspicuously Figure. 

Do not throv* awny the grape baskets, 
■but transform th'em into pretty homo- 
made workbaskets. These littlo baskets 
can bo made with very littlo work ami 
at a slight expense. 

Select one that is smooth and paint it 
with several coats of white enamel and 
then mako a pad to fit the bottom of the 
basket. This is mado by a pieco of card- 
board, with a layer of cotton wool. A 
littlo sachet powder is an improvement 
if mixed among tlio wool. Then cut a 
pieco of silk, to whatever your lining 
is, the sizo of tho bottom and a strip of 
tho same, a littlo deeper than the sides 
of tho basket and long enough to reach 
threo times around it. Turn tho top of 
this pieco down about half an inch and 
gather it until it fits tho top of the 
basket. Gather tho lower edge without 
turning it down and sow it to tho squaro 
of silk already mentioned, placing tho 
whole insido tho basket for a lining. 
Before putting tho lining in place run 
a pink ribbon, 2 or li inches wide, 
around tho basket and tie it in a bow at 
ono side. 

Inside tho basket placo a tiny bag of 
Bilk for thimble and thread, fastening it 
at one side, and opposite this placo a lit- 
tlo "mealhag" cushion of pink silk, 
fringed at the top and tied with "baby" 
ribbon. This is for needles. Emery and 
wax may be tied in one corner if desired. 

Those who wish to utilize old Japa- 
nese fans can mako with them pretty 
holders for dusters, says Tho House- 
wife, authority for tho foregoing. To 
mako the holder you will need besides 
tho fan threo yards of ribbon with a 
fancy edge. Remove the rivet which 
fastens the sticks together, also one of 
tho end or handle sticks. Pasto tho two 
sides of tho fan together with a little 
gum, lapping tho ono from which the 
stick is removed upon t.Ui> other. Fasten 
together the long ends of the sticks with 
a fine wire. From some heavy white pa- 
per cut and paste a funnel shaped piece 
which will lit nicely insido the fan. A 
drop of gum at tho points where the 
gum touches tho paper insido will keep 
tho whole firmly together. Woavo tho 
ribbon, which should bo about half an 
inch wide, in and out through tho 
sticks, finishing with a bow at tho point. 
Mako a full bow and tack upon one side 
of the fan, leaving enough for a loop by 
which to hang it.

pretty and artistic decorations tho aver- 
ago window can bo mado a joy and a 
thing of beeanty with only threo plants, 
said plants being lifted in and out, as 
required, for watering, sheltering or 
change. Moreover, tho stand itself is 
really a work of art carried out with 
especial regard to the position it is to 
occupy, each pattern being a separate 
design, no two being ever exactly alike. 



IVuch Shortcake. 

Mix together a pint of flour, one-half 
tcaspoonful of salt and 2 teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, rub in one-fourth cup- 
ful of butter and mix to a soft dough 
with sweet milk. Divido into two parts, 
pat out one-half, put in a buttered, 
shallow pan; butter the top, pat out tho 
other half and lay on tho top. This will 
make the cako split open readily. When 
done, split open and fill with peaches 
mashed or chopped fine. Put them on 
the top of the cake also and pour over 
tho whole whipped sweetened cream. 



Musical Items. 

A late invention is an aluminium fin- 
ger board fretted, lettered and bearing 
position numbers. It is designed to aid 
students of tho violin in acquiring ac- 
curate fingering. 

Do not let pupils keep up a clicking 
of nails on the piano keys. Keep tho 
nails short, but give scales and e:isy 
studies for the express purpose of feeling 
the contaot of the finger with its key on 
thr ball or tip of the finger somewhat 
back from the nail. Make a specialty of 
feeling the place of finger contact, play- 
ing only for this feeling. 

Scales can bo taught the latter part 
of the first term of lessons to tho aver- 
age pupil, but there needs to be prepara- 
tion for them in a separate drill of tho 
thumb in passing under the hand and 
of the third and fourth fingers in pass- 
ing over tho thumb. It is also well that 
the pupil should first feel a need of 
knowing how to play a run. 

A girl who can learn to play the pi- 
ano can ordinarily learn to play the 
fiuto, and if sho is delicate in the sense 
of not having good vital capacity or 
breathing power flute practice in mod- 
eration will do her more good and less 
harm than piano practice. Tho breath- 
ing exercises of any gymnastic system 
are to be recommended as preparatory 
to fiuto study, and any reliable music 
dealer can furnish a good instruction 
book for the instrument. 

It is excellent discipline to practice 
technical linger work in such positions 
as require the thumb to play black 
keys, but in playing everything should 
be done in the easiest possible manner. 
Tho pushing of tho forearm forward and 
backward, as is necessary to get the 
thumb over the black keys, is an exer- 
tion and should bo avoided unless some- 
thing is gained that is of commensurate 
value. When such a gain is possible, no 
rule, by whomsoever mado, should evor 
bo allowed to stand iu the way of tho 
exertion.

Oatmeal Nectar. 
A cheap, refreshing beverage is mado 
from oatmeal. Into a largo earthenware 
or porcelain lined kettle put -1 ounces of 
fresh oatmeal, ounces of white sugar 
and a lemon sliced very thin. Mix with 
just enough cold water to molt tho in- 
gredients; then pour on ono gallon of 
boiling water, stirring all tho while. 
When cold, this will bo found a delight- 
ful drink. 

Walking Pelisse. 
A useful garment for a girl of 12 is a 
pelisse made in linen and trimmd with 
Russian embroidery. This will be found 
especially comfortable in summer. Lat-
